' As Negro Well with a Death Wound | 


He Snatched Pistol from Mrs.

Monticello, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)— 
Early this morning near Winfred, about 
6 miles from Monticello, Mrs. James Lane 
shot and mortally wounded a Negro by 
the name of Stewart, who Was attempt- 
ing the life of her husband. The partic- 
ulars are as follows: 

Mr. Lane was in the barn when he was 
attacked by Stewart, who was working 
on the plantation, being larger and 
stronger. Stewart forced Mr. Lane into 
the barnyard, where he felled him and 
was attempting Mr. Lane's life when Mrs. 
Lane came upon the scene with a pistol 
and ordered the negro to desist and was 
answered by Stewart that he would kill 
both. 

Upon being told by her husband to 
shoot, Mrs: Lane shot the negro, the 
ball entering his stomach and inflicting 
a severe wound. Stewart then grabbed 
the pistol from Mrs. Lane and fired at 
her, striking her on the cheek and hand. 
The latter she had piaced to her face to 
protect herself and a very painful wound 
resulted, . Luckily | the pistol had only

Mr. and Mrs. Lane immediately came 
to Monticello, where Mrs. Lane’s wounds 
were dressed by’ Drv J. G. Coile.

Mr. and Mrs. Lane are prominent peo- 
ple in the county, Mr. Lane being the 
son of ex-iax Collector J. L. Lane, now 
deceased. The affair is greatly deplored 
by them, but was inevitable.

HO FOO) OR WATER 
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Immigrants Drank Sea Water for 
Five Days t> Escape Perishing of 
Thirst—One Man Literally 
Died for Lack of 
Food. 


Norfolk, Va., May 11.—The 433 ship- 
wrecked Portuguese immigrants from the 
barkentine Vera Cruz III, driven ashore 
at Ocracoke inlet, North Carolina, Satur- 
day night, are still being cared for on the 
coast. Tuesday a revenue cutter will 
carry them to New Bedford, Mass., 
whither the barkentine was bound when 
she anchored off the North Carolina coast 
Friday for food and water. and was later 
wrecked. Of the immigrants, 390 are men 
and 34 women. One man died from 
starvation. The others are well. 

The barkentine lies high and dry, and 
may yet be saved. Norfolk wreckers left 
for the scene today. A most thrilling 
story of the experience at sea of the 
barkentine came td Norfolk today over 
the government seacoast telegraph wire 
from Hatteras, N. C. 

The Vera Cruz, with her 433 immigrants, 
bound from the Cape Verde islands to 
New Bedford, Mass., was within 135 miles 
of the Massachusetts coast two weeks 
ago, when a terrific storm carried away 
the vessel's sails and drove her far. out 
to sea. 

It was thought the eraft would founder 
and most of those aboard abandoned all 
hope of ever reaghing shore again. Jury 
a@ails were. finally rigged, but.- another 
storm carried them away. 

The barkentine , arrived off Ocracoke 
helpless Friday afternoon, and the im- 
migrants aboard had been drinking sea 
water for five days to prevent perishing 
from thirst. Food of all kinds had also 
given out. The immigrants’ baggage and 
portions of the shig’s deck load had to 
be burned for a fire to make as good 
condensation of salt water as possible. 

The captain upon arriving off the North 
Carolina coast declared he would never 
put to sea again with his human freight. 
That night a bad storm drove the ship 
ashore. All of the immigrants are desti- 


tute and depending entirely upon charity 
until the government takes charge of 


them on the revenue cutter Boutwell.

soms to the special train, Every tiook of 
the president’s car was piled high with 
gorgeous, sweet flowers, and tonight Mr. 
Roosevelt slept in a rich bed of petals and 
distillations. : 
The yecaideitns train left Del Monte 
early today. At Pajaro the train stayed 
a few minutes and Mr: Roosevelt made a 
eech. : 
wy pan then proceeded toward Santa 
Cruz, a@ seaside resort on the northern 
shore of Monterey bay. On the way & 
stop was made at Watsonville, where 
watermelons ‘grow like weeds. Then a 
specia!] bore the presidential party to a 
grove of big trees at Felton, in the foot 
hills. There an open-air luncheon was 
served by a score of California’s. beauti- 


ful young women. 
Some one told the president that the 


Spanish beans served at the luncheon 
had been cooked by Mrs. J. M. Gesetter- 
est, mother of thirty-four children. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt laughed heartily and said 
that Mrs. Gesetterest should be elected 
president of some society, he did not know 
exactly what one. 

| President Butler, of Columbia uni- 
versity, was Mr. Roosevelt’s only com- 
| panion during his walk among the big 

redwood trees. 

When Roosevelt and Butler returned 
from their walk the pioneers secretly 
presented him with a silver plate. and 
dedicated a tree in his honor. The train 
then returned to Santa Cruz, and the 
president’s specia] train left for San Jose. 
' The reception committee at San Jose 
took Mr. Roosevelt for a drive through 
the vulley. 

At Santa Cruz the old Jesuit college was 
visited,.and at Campbell many fruit 
raisers were greeted. On returning to 
San Jose at dusk Mr. Roosavelt reviewed 
the school children of the city at Me- 
Kinley’s monument, St. James park. To- 
morrow morning the president will start 
for San Francisco, calling at Leland 
Stanford, Jr., university, Palo Alto and 
at Burlingame. 

Had Designs on Roosevelt. 

San Jose, Calif., May 11—Clay Tay- 
lor, alias Professor Plutte, was arrested 
today for supposed designs on the life 
of President Rooseveit. He has served 
three terms in prison. It is alleged that 
he wrote to the president, advising him 
not to come to San Jose. He is also 
accused of recent anarchistic utter- 


ances. 
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FEVER PREVAILS ON ISTHMUS 


General Haines Says It Is of a Ma- 
lignant Type. 
Washington, May 11.—General Haines, 
a member of the isthmian canal commis- 
sion, who has just returned from the 
isthmus, says that fever is prevalent 
there, and that it is quite dangerous to 
white men. He says it is either yellow 
fever, or such a malignant type of ma- 
larial fever as to be as bad as yellow 
fever. The condition can be improved, 
but it would require control by the gov- 
ernment of sanitary measures. He thinks 
it would take about @ year to place the 
canal region in proper sanitary conditions.

“Volunteer work is not confined to the 
society of St. Vincent de Paul by any 
means. We have large numbers of ladies 
working in the same field in conjunction 
with it, and in my labors as a member of 
the Charity Organization Society it has 
Leen my privilege to meet many co-work- 
ers of all denominations, just as earnest, 
ak unselrieh and as sympathetic, all work- 
ing for the betterment of their less for- 
tunate brethren. The founder of our so- 
ciety sums up the whole matter in these 
words: ‘Help is humiliating when it op- 
peals to men from below, taking heed of 
their material wants only, vaying atten- 
tion but to those of the flesh, to the cry 
of hunger and cold, to what excites pity, 
‘oO what one succors even in the beast.’ 
it humiliates when there is no reciprocity, 
when you give the poor man nothing but 
bread or clothes or a bundle of straw; 
what, in fact, there is no likelihood of his 
ever giving you in return. But it honors, 
when it appeals to him from above, when 
it occupies itself with his soul, when his 
religious, moral and political education, 
with all that emancipates him from nis 
passions and from a portion of his wants, 
with those things that make him free 
and make him great. Help honors, when, 
to the bread that nourishes it adds the 
visit that consoles, the advice that en- 
lightens, the friendly shake of the hand, 
that lifts up the sinking. courage; when 
it treats the poor man*with respect, not 
‘nly as an equal but as a superior, since 
ke is suffering what we, perhaps, are in- 
capable of suffcring, since he is the mes- 
senger God to us, sent to prove our 
justice atid charity, and to save us by 
cur works. Help; then, becomes honor- 
able because it may become mutual, be- 
cause every man who gives-a kind word, 
a good advice, a eonsolation today, may, 
tomorrow, stand ‘himself iin . of a kind 
word, advice and consolati because the 
hand that. you clasp clasps yours in fe- 
turn, because that indigent family You 
iove loves you in return, and will large- 
ly have acquitted themselves towards you 
when the old men, the mothers and the 
little chilCren shall have prayed for you 
Do you suppose you pay the priest to 
whom the state gives a hundred crowns 
a year, to be the father, the school mas-

in the mountain, or the soldier who gets 
5 sous a year to die under the flag?”

“It requires no vivid imagination to rea]- 
ize that the hand-to-hand ministration of 
neighborly kindness is a blessing to both 
giver and receiver; that it not only ar- 
rests thé pangs of hunger, but brings 
courage to the dependent, strengthens 
the weak, enriches the lives of all d@jn- 
cerned and makes for self-respect and 
moral integrity. 

“Contrast this with the overreaching 
deceitfulness on the one hand and suspi- 
cion on the other which so generally char- 
acterize public relief work, and one can- 
not doubt that in so far as public relief 
supplements personal charity it is an un- 
mitigated evil. :

Titles to Cuban Properly De- 
clared To Be Good, 


—_— 


Membership of Foreign Mission, 
Home Mission and Sunday 
School Boards Elected at 
Yesterday’s "Session. 

Meets at Nashville. 


Savannah, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—The 
fifty-eighth annual convention of the 
eouthern Baptists adjourned tonight after 
the largest gathering in its history. All 
of the sessions have been largely at- 
tended, as have also the many devo- 
tional and auxiliary meetings, despite 
the fact that four of the days were 
marked by incessant rain. 

Today was the only bright and fair 
one of the convention, and many of the 
delegates and visitors had their first ap- 
portunity to observe Savannah with her 
water-proofs off. 

The morning session today was marked 
by the report of Dr. T. T. Eaton as 
chairman of the committee that investi- 
gated the report of the home mission 
board on Cuba. This report held that 
the title of the board to Havana chureh 
property, was absolutely secure. The 
report also recommends the appoint- 
ment of a committee to give the full 
facts of the situation in Havana to the 
Baptists. An extract from the report is 
as follows: 

Cuban Titles Held Good. 

“AS a result of our investigations we 
are convinced that Dr. Diaz's resigna- 
tion was accepted only after he insisted 
upon it by offering it a second time: We 
are also convinced that the title to the 
board property in Havana is secure and 
cannot be disturbed, and that the board 
is taking all precautious steps to protect 
said title. We are further convinced 
that representatives of the board pro- 
posed to Dr. Diaz to arbitrate the dif- 
_ ferences between the board and himself 
and that he declined the proposition.”’ 
The convention pledged $220,000 for the 
home mission board's: work. 


Last. year $146,000 was devoted to this | 


work. There was a determination man- 
ifest to extend the home mission efforts 
and the convention seemed disposed to 
have it increased from year to year. Dr. 
J. B. Gambrell, of Texas, formerly pres- 
ident of Mercer university, made a talk 
On negro work. . 

“The negroes,” he said, “are not the 
great problem of today. It is the white 
man. On white shoulders rest all ‘the 
burdens. If you solve the white prob- 
lem, if you make all white men good, 
they will solve the negro problem and 
all others.”’ 

‘The question of the date for the con- 
vention next year was brought up again 
&t the morning. session, and it was de- 
termined to change it from the first to 
the second Friday in May. This was 
because the first Friday falls on the 6th, 
which was regarded as too early. An 
effort was made to reopen the question 
of the place for the next convention, 
but this failed. A movement to have 
it in Kansas City instead of Nashville 
was afoot, but unanimous consent to re- 
open the matter was required and could 
not be secured.

leged breach of contract. The suit was

The petition recites that on or about 
September 15, 1900, the defendant owned 
al] the timber sultable for saw mil} pur- 
poses on fifty-five lots adjoining the line 
of road between the towns of Nichols 
and Douglas, Coffee county, each con- 
taining 490 acres and several thousands 
of acres in lots elsewhere, contiguous 
thereto in Coffee county, aggregating 32,- 
615 acres. 

The parties entered into an agreement 
according to the complaint that the pe- 
titioner would haul all the timber cut 
and sawed over fts lines and connections 
to Brunswick f6r a rate not to exceed 
$7 per car load of 24,000 pounds and to 


Savannah for $19 per car of the same 
capacity. As these rates were lower 
than the railroad commissioners of Geor- 
gia had fixed, the defendant was to ship 
all its lumber over the line of the plain- 
tiff. Defendant, the petitioner alleges, 
has failed to perform its contmct and 
fas diverted from it wy shipping over 
other lines 963,847,912 pounds of timber, 
amounting to 1,973 cars of 24,000 pounds 
each.

Jeffrey R. Brackett, Ph.D., president of 
the department of charities and correc- 
tion of: Baltimore, spoke of the work of 
a charity organization socfety with needy 
families in their homes. He considered 
@rst the question what is a society for or- 
ganizing charity? Taking Atlanta, for 
example, he pointed out that beside any 
official ald which might be given in the 
homes of need, there were a number of 
private societies, many churches, a num- 
her of small societies or circles, and many 
individuals, all concerned more or less in 
giving or doing something for .persons 
claiming to be in need. In such a situa- 
tion. without coordination and coopera- 
tion of charity. there must be much waste, 
not merely of money and material, of 
thought and time, but of manhood and 
womanhood. So there comes need in 
every progressive community of some 
agency. which will serve as a center of 
confidential information, a means of co- 
operation between the different forces of 
charity. For these forces ought to have 
the common aim of helping persons in 
distress and of reducing distress, pauper- 
jsm. and crime. through the uplift of 
improvement of neighbor- 


ity.

The society. whatever be its name, 
undertakes this important duty, 
must stand primarily for the organiza- 
tion of charity—the development to the

Are there any principles or 
methods for dealing witn such ‘families 
which are peculiarly the methods of those 
rocieties as distinguisned from other 
agencies which deal with needy families? 
The principles and methods advocated by 
the societie: are not wholly new; they are 
only sound principles and scientific meth- 
ods, applied more generally today to the

The meeting was presided over by 
Hugh F. Fox, chairman of the committee 
on destitute chikdren, truancy, child labor 
and recreation, and in announcing the’ 
absence of the two mill owners, he 
said: f 

“I have made every’ effort possible to 
secure the presence of mill owners to 
take part in these discussions, having 
written personal letters to many, called 
on others, and on the attorney of their 
association, Mr. Spalding, of this city. . 

“I only sgy this that we may be acquit- 
ted of any charge of partiality in the 
selection of those who take part on our 
programme.” ‘2 Fs 

Papers were read by Frederick L. 
Hoffman, statistician of the Prudential 
insurances Company, of Newark, N. J.; 
Mrs. Florence Kelly, secretary of the Na- 
tional Consumers’ League, of New York, 
and Rev. C. B. Wilmer. Following the 
reading of these papers was a general dis- 
cussion, in which a large number of those 
in the audience participated. 


Mr. Hoffman Talks. 


Frederick f. Hoffman statistician of 
the Prudential Insurance Company, New- 
ark, N. J., took up *‘Medical and Socjal 
Aspects of the Child Labor Question.” 
After a review of the legislation and lit- 
‘erature on the subject for many years 
past, the speaker gaid: 

“The problem, then, which confronts 
us is that for the far-reaching conclusions 
advanced and for the far-reaching legis- 
lation proposed there is an aimost com- 
plete want of statistical and other trust- 
worthy evidence, collected in a scientific 
Manner and on a large scale. It is ar- 
gued that.you cannot put tired eyes, pal- 
lid cheeks and languid little limbs into 
Petatistics. As a matter of fact, there is 
nothing more readily determined by sta- 
tistical treatment than evidence. of in- 
ferior physical development, or ill-nour- 
isiiment of mental] growth, and even of 
dwarfed mentality. Most of the physical 
defects of the. body and most of the de- 
fects 6f the mind are readily established 
by anthropometric measurements and 
tests, such as now have been brought to 
quite a high degree of perfection. Wihat 
is required is an exhaustive investigation 
of the entire subject, and that such an 
investigation should, if possible, be made 
under the direction of the United States 
commissioner of labor and by cooperation 
with the office of experiment stations. 
The physical data of child wage-earners 
and others should be brought together 
and supplemented by nutrition ‘investiga- 
tions, such as have been made by. the 
office of experiment stations into the 
nutrition and food of adults of various 
nationalities.” 

“Summarizing the results of my own 
investigations into the social and medical 
aspects of child labor, I find myself con- 
fronted by the absence of definite data 
and authentic facts necessary for the 
framing of definite recommendations of 
suggestions. It seems to me, after reading 
much of what has been written, mostly 
from one side of the case, that there is 
the greatest possible need for a compre- 
hensive investigation, which should take 
into account most of ajl the physical 
status of the children employed in differ- 
ent industries and at different vears of 
life. The laws of growth and the rela- 
tion of health to growth are now so well 
understood that it would not be at all 
difficult to ascertain whether children em- 
ployed at - different trades are really 
physically injured or stunted in their 
growth, or hindered in their development, 
physically as well as mentglly, by such 
employment. It certainly would appear to 
me a paramount duty not to legislate 
along radical lines unless the basis of 
such legislation is all-convincing and es- 
tablished beyond the question of a possi- 
ble doubt.” ? ' 

Mrs, Kelly Talks. 

At the general.session Monday after- 
noon, under the subject, ‘‘Destitute Chil- 
Gren, Child Labor and Recreation,”’ Mrs. 
Florence Kelley, the secretary of_the Na- 
tional Consumers’ League, was the first 
speaker. Upon “The Use and Abuse of 
Wactory Inspection,”’ she said, in part: 

“Factory inspection is seen at its best 
in Massachusetts where the honored head 
of the district police, Rufus Wade, has 
filled the position of chief inspector of 
factories for three and twenty years. His 
subordinates hold office during good be- 
havior. This means, in Massachusetts, 
devotion of life, health and intelligence 
lo the protection of the weak, the defence- 
less, the ignorant and the noor, not alone 
against the impositions..of others, but 
against the results of their own weakness, 
znorance and poverty. Not only are 
hours of labor regulated, children pre- 
served from night work and kept in school 
by day, wages assured in full and prompt- 
ly to such as have earned them; not only 
are life and limb of the workers secured 
vy skillful watch kept upon boilers and 
dangerous machinery, but the health of 
the purchasing public is protected at risk 
of illness, and of death itself, on the part 
of the factory inspectors. ; 

“The past year deserves commemora- 
tion by reason of the removal from office 
in two of these great manufacturing 
states, Illinois and Pennsylvania, of. chief 
iactory inspectors previously appointed in 
the interest of the glass industry for 
the purpose of preventing the enforce- 
rent of cxisting child labor statutes anda 
the enactment of new and more stringent 
enes; and by reason of the enactment in 
the third of these states, New Jersey, of 
es law expressly authorizing the governor 
of the state to remove the chief factory 
inspector.”’ 


Mr. Wilmer’s Address. 


Rev. Mr. Wilmer was the next speaker 
to be introduced by Mr. Fox. 
mer read his address, his theme being 
“Humanity and Economics.” 

The. discussion following the reading of 
the papers was opened by Mrs. A. O. 
Granger, of Cartersville, president of the 
Georgia Federation of Woman's Clubs. 
She said that the illiterate negro was 
sending’ his child to school while the f1- 
Nterate white man was sending his child 
to’ the éetton mill. which conditions the 
womén’s clubs were seeking to change In 
order to save further complications in 
the race question, as well as from hu- 
manitarian reasons. 

Rev. 8. Y¥. Tupper also spoke, saying 
that in his opinion criminals are often 
started in their first steps along the road 
of crime by lack of early home influences.

At the Capture of Taraca Alone Three 
Hundred Moros Were Killed, 
Pershing Reports That 
Every Hostile Datto 
Has Been Chastised. 


Manila, May 11.—Streggling Moros at- 
tacked the rear guard of Captain Persh- 
ing’s cOlumn, near Bacolod, island of 
Mindanao, Saturday morning, wounding 
Lieutenant Rutegeles and one soldier. 
The guard killed all the attackers. 

The latest reports place the number 
of Moros killed at the capture of Taraca 
at three hundred. 

Brigadier General Sumner, command- 
ing the department of Mindanao, has 
issued a congratulatory order to Captain 
Pershing’s troops. 

Washington, May 11.—The war depart- 
ment hag. received the following dis- 
pateh from General Davis dated May 10, 
concerning operations in the island of 
Mindanao: 

“Captain John J. Pershing has com- 

pleted a circuit of Lake Lanao via the 
east coast from Camp Vicars. Had 4 
sharp fight at Taraca. Captured = ten 
forts, many prisoners, 36 Lantacas and 
sixty rifles. All other dattos friendly. 
Liberated prisoners, destroyed hostile 
forts and Lantacas. Our loss two killed 
and four wounded. Every ‘hostile Lanav 
datto has now been chastised. All Moros 
know our friendship is valuable and is 
freely extended to all who deserve it. 
No property, save hostile forts, has been 
molested. Troops returning to Vicars 
via the west coast. Moro labor eager for 
employment on the roads and shelter 
Puildings; former abovws finished; the 
latter progressing rapidly. Troops have 
behaved splendidly, not only in contend- 
ing against a fanatical savage foe, but a 
dreaded disease, and besides had to con- 
struct many miles of road through trop- 
ical junnglées. No more hostilities are 
anticipated beyond occasional sniping.’’ 
Washington, May 11.—Secretary Root 
today sent the following cable to Gen- 
eral Davis, commanding in the’ Philip- 
ines: : 
“IT congratulate you on the work done 
in Mindanao. Express to Captain Persh- 
ing and officers and men under his.com- 
mand the thanks of the war department 
for their able and effective accomplish- 
ment of a difficult and important task.”’

An undouptable . majority of the 
regular democrats of the nation will 
agree with Mr. Bryan that Mr. Cleve- 
land ig in nowise an acceptable per- 
son to consider as the presidential 
nominee of the democracy next year, 
or any year hereafter. None of the 
true blue party men are disposed to 
ignore Mr. Cleveland's atutrde in the 
campaigns of 1896 and 1900. They 
believe their own integrity as mem- 
bers of the party would become self- 
impeached ‘by the adoption of Mr. 
Clevelind as the party's national 
leader. They are perfectly willing to 
see him reenter the rank; and be the 
leader of his followers in a fresh and 
loyal service for the party; but to 
change back to Clevelandism, with- 
out any evidence of a change in Mr. 
Cleveland’s attitude as to party obli- 


trations and allegiance, would involve 


a confession of error on their own 
parts that no one of the party men of 
1896 and 1900 is prepared to make. 
Even in the matter of the civil war, 
for instance, the men of the south 
have for forty years steadily refused 
to confess that they were rebels and 
traitors to the union which they 
fought four years to disestablish. 
Thousands of them are always free 
to admit that a better way than war 
might have been found to settle the 
issues involved in that war, and that 
it is better, after all, that the war. 
ended as it did, and that they love 
the union of today as loyally as any 
other section of the nation possibly 
can—but taey will never admit: that 
they did not act in the emergency of 
1861 as they honestly believed they 
had the right and were in duty bound 
to act. And the nation at large is 
coming, in the truer perspective of 
history, to admit that the men of the 
south fought for honest convictions 
and not to perpetrate a. crime. 

In like manner it is possible for the 
democratic voters of 1896 and 1900 to 
say that subsequent events. have 
changed the seeming n<cessities of 
those years and that some of the is- 
sues os those campaigns are not 
paramount and compelling now. In- 
deed, the party <:<nerally occupies 
that position now, and it can be as

From their 
standpoint, they can see no use in dis- 
turbing these conditions by encourag- 
ing silk culture in the southern states 
or any part of this country. They ar-

ieans beeome interested in silk culture 


-and reach a-point whege. their indystry 


obtains recognition as 2_ substantial 
one, they will go to congress and in- 
sist upon their share of protection by 
the imposition of tariff upon the raw 
materials. This would increase the 
price of the raw material to American 
manufacturers, a result which would 
not be particularly welcome to them. 
It is true that the price of labor in 
China and France and other sections 
where silk culture is largely carried 
on is very low. It is also true that in 
the growing of silk very much of the 
labor is done by women and children 
on small farms, who, unless they were 
so engaged, would be doing nothing. 
This fact seems to hav. been over- 
looked by this particular silk manu- 
facturer, as it is overlooked by others 
who raise the bugbear of cheap labor 
in their argume. . against silk culture.

The state military advisqry board will 
meet at the capitol at noon today for the 
purpose of taking into consideratiqn the 
matter of the. encampment. of the state 
troops this summer. There is little doubt 


that the encampment will be held at 
Griffin, and the expenses will be paid by 
the general government in accordance 
with the provisions of the new militia 


bill. 

Section 14 of the Dick militia.bill relat- 
ing to the matter of encampments of 
state troops is the one with which the 
advisory board will be concerned. It is 


as follows: P 

“Section 14. That whenever it shall ap- 
pear by the report of inspections, which 
it shall be the duty of the secretary of 
war to cause tobe made at least once 
in each year by officers detailed by him 
for that purpose, that the organized 
militia of a state or territory or of the 
District of Columbia is sufficiently armed, 
uniformed and equipped for active duty in 
the field, the secretary of war is author- 
ized, on the requisition of the governor of 
such state or territory, to pay to the 
quartermaster general thereof, or to such 
other officer of the militia of said #ate 
as ‘the said governor may designate and 
appoint for the purpose, so much of its 
allotment out of the said annual appro- 


| priation under section sixteén hundred and 


sixty-one of the Revised Statutes as 
amended as shall be esbary: for the 
payment, subsistente anid ya ee oe 
of such portion of said organized militia 
as shall engage ‘in actual field or camp 


and enlisted men of such. militia while so 
engaged Shall be entitled to the same pay, 


allowances as officers and enlisted men 
of corresponding grades of the regular 
army are or may hereafter be entitled by 
law, and the officer so designated and 
appointed shall be regarded as a dis- 
bursing officer of the United States, and 
shall render his accounts through the war 
department to the proper accounting offi- 
cers of the treasury for settlement, and 
he shall be required to give good and 
sufficient bonds to the United States, In 
such sums as the secretary. of war may 
direct, faithfully to account for the safe 
keeping and payment of the public moneys 
so intrusted to him for disbursement.’’

ton or pay more for it rather than this. 

Humanitarians and economists é@re- 
auently collide and express their opin- 
ions of each other in a manner that docs 
mot want clearness and force. The hu- 
manitarian sometimes denounces the em- 
ployer of labor as materialistic, a wor-

IN QUESTION 


Slayer of Miss Sutles Goes on 
Trial for Third Time 


Difficulty Experienced in Securing a 
Jury—Mother and Father of 
Prisoner and Four Physi- 
cians Testified Dur- 
ing Yesterday. 


Millard Lee, siayer of Miss Lilla May 
Suttles, was placed on trial yesterday 
morning before Judge L. 8. Roan, in the 
criminal superior court, to.determine the 
question of his sanity. The jury was 
secured and the hearing of evidence in 
behalf of the prisoner Was in progress 
at the time of adjournment shortly be- 
fore 5 o’clock., 

Several expert medical witnesses were 
placed on the stand and testified that 
from personal examinations of the pris- 
oner and from his past history they con- 
sider him an epileptic and an imbecile 
of the second degree and pronounced him 
insane. These witnesses were Dr. E. J. 
Spratling, of Forsyth; Dr. T. ¥V.._Hub- 
bard, Dr. John C. Olmsted and Dr. Ed- 
ward Griffin. 

John Lee, father of tne prisoner, was 
the first witness introduced, and he was 
followed by the mother, after which the 
medical testimony was presented. Mr. 
and Mrs. Lee testified. that Millard had 
acted queerly all of his life and said 
they believe him to be of unsound mind, 
Both the father and mother related va- 
rious peculiarities that had marked the 
career of their son. 

They stated that he frequently was 
seized with spells of melancholia and 
that he would often go off by himself and 
weep for apparently no cause. The med- 
ical experts testified that Lee's condi- 
tion and all of the facts connected with. 
the case showed that he is afflicted with 
epilepsy; that he is aiso an imbecile of 
the second degree, and that he is irre- 
sponsible. 

Practically the same evidence as was 
presented in the two former trials will 
be introduced during the present hearing. 
In the neighborhood of forty witnesses 
have been summoned by both sides, and 
it is expected that the frial will continue 
until Wednesday afternoon or Thursday.

WINTER WHEAT IS UNINJURED 


Monthly Crop Bulletin of the Agri- 
cultural Department. 


Washington, May 11.~—The monthly crop 
bulletin issued by the agricultural de- 
partment today is as follows: 

Returns to the statistician of the de- 
partment of agriculture, made up to 
May 1, show the area under winter wheat 
in cultivation of that date to have been 
about 33,107,000 acres. This is 964,000 
acres, or 2.05 per cent, less than the area 
sown tast fall and 4,525.000 acres, or 158 
per cent, in excess of the area of winter 
wheat harvested last year. The percent- 
age of abandoned acreage in all the tm- 
portant winter wheat growing sfates Is 
unusually small, abandonment, includinng 
the area to be cut for hay reaching 100.- 
000 acres only in Kansas, Texas and Cal- 
ifornia. 

For the area remaining under cultiva- 
tion the average condition on May 1. 
was 92.4. against a condition of $7.5 for 
the total area sown reported on April 1, 
1903, and 764 on May 1, 1902; 94.1 at the 
corresponding date in 1901 and 825, the 
mean of fhe averages of the last ten 
years for the areas remaining under 
cultivation on May 1. While there has 
manifestly been some deterioration of 
condition during the month, special field 
agents dispatched to the principal wheat 
states on the occurrence of. the frost 
of April 30 and May 1, report the wheat 
crop practically uninjured by the cold 
Siraj.

South. 


St. Loufs, May 11.—(Special.)—The board 
of missions of the M. E. church. souta, 
met at St. John church in final session. 
The consideration of estimates was con- 
tinued. Bishop Candler, in speaking of 
Cuba, said: 

““E4ucation rather than medica] assist- 
ance is the necessity of Cuba. If I un- 
derstand the value of medica! missions 
it is to get access to the people. The 
trouble in the island is not access, but 
in getting rid of the surplus. We aiready 
have more than we can do there."’ 

The report of the committee on city 
missions was presented by Bishop Hoss. 
It provided that a system of city mis- 
sions be inaugurated by the secretaries, 
who were instructed to carry°on an in- 
vestigation of the conditions obtaining 
in the city, factory, mining and rural 
populations throughout the south, looking 
toward the establishment of mission sta- 
tions which shall undertake to care for 
people whom the regular church methods 
fail to reach. The secretaries were fur- 
ther instructed to take steps toward the 
selection and training of men who should 
make a study of the conditions, with 
special] reference to the unreached masses 
of our city and laboring population. 

In introducing the resolutions before 
the board Dr. W. R, Lambuth read a 
pearer including a statement to the {f{ol- 
lowing effect: 

‘“‘Workingmen in the south, as a class. | 
are not opposed to the church, and are / 
in the main very far from being opposed 
to religion. In the northern and western 
States the feeling is hostile; with us it 
is merely one of indifference. But as the 
industrial life increases in complexity and 
the differentiation of classes continues, 
this indifference will develop into hatred, 
es it hag elsewhere, unless the church 
is true to her highest mission.”’ 

An organized movement for the evan- 
gelization of the unreached classes of the 
city, factory, mining and rural population 
is most significant. The northern Meth- 
odist ehurch has undertaken similar ef- 
fort, and now the M. E. church, south, 
places herseif in line with the work.

In the most exciting cycle race that

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ing a lead of 2 feet, in 7:26 1-5. In this 
heat the pistol was fired too soon, as only 
4 miles, 9% laps had been run. 

In a brilliant finish Walthour .took the 
last lap, crossing the tape two-fifths of 
a lap to the good on Elkes, in the slow 
time of 7:36. 

In the tenth lap of the fourth mile, 
Walthour’s rear tire went down on him, 
while he was going at a 44-mile an hour 
clip, and, of course, while turning .the 
“accident corner.’’ How he escaped death 
will remain a mystery till the end of 
time. He was. badly skinned and bruised 
on the left thigh, which was filled with 
splinters ranging in length from a quar- 
ter of. an inch to wn inch and a half. 

Elkes'a True Sportsman. 

At this point in the race an incident 
occurred the like of which has never he- 
fore been witnessed on the Atlanta track, 
which was cheered to the echo by the 
immense audience, and which immediate- 
ly made Elkes an idol of the Atlanta rac- 
ing fiends. As soon as Elkes dismounted 
from his wheel after the accident he 
walked over to Walthour, shook hands 
with him, and after learning that he was 
not seriously injured, heartily congrat. 
ulated him on his good fortune in escap- 
ing. After the many rough and rowdy 
acts that have been witnessed at the 
Coliseum this season such true sports- 
manlike and gentlemanly spirit manifest- 
€d by Elkes came as a refreshing breath 
of air to the 4,000 spectators, and was 
given the rousing round of enthusiastic 
applause which it truly deserved. 

Barring the rather dull start, when 
both motors gave trouble, Walthour’s 
igniter failing to work and Elkes’ belt 
being too lax, tne race was ‘by far the 
best ever witnessed in Atlanta. When the 
first heat started the spectators saw that 
both these leading riders were on the 
track to do and go their best. The first 
mile of the first heat was run in the 
frightfuly rapid rate of 1:23 3-5, which is 
ten seconds better than has ever been 
run on the Madison Square Garden track 
in New York. Walthouwr led from the be- 
ginning of the second mile to the finish. 

The second heat was the most exciting 
of the race. Elkes began this heat as 
if he was determined to win from the 
champion, and he carried out his deter- 
mination, though in the last mile he lost 
part of the lead which he had taken 
on Walthour from the beginning. Elkes 
led Walthour across the tape by the nar- 
row margin of 3 feet, — 

The third heat, though not so fast, 
was exciting on account of the accident 
to Walthour. Had the fall come an 
eighth of a lap later 4 miles of the heat 
would have been run, the accident mar- 
gin would have beén passed, and Elkes 
would have won the race. 

The immense crowd went wild over the 
finish when they saw that Champion Bob 
had taken the race from the next best 
rider in America. Their enthusiasm was 
greatly augmegted by the fact that Wal- 
thour had shown wonderful grit ta go- 
ing back on the track after receiving 
the nasty fall. 

Race 10 Miles Tonight. 

Tonight Walthour and Elkes will meet 
in the final race which will decide the 
championship. At Elkes’ own choice to- 
night’s race will be a single heat of 10 
miles. This will give the plucky New 
York rider an opportunity of getting 
even with Bobby for winning last night’s 
race. If Elkes wins the 10-mile race to- 
night he will be on an equal footing with 
the Atlanta rider, and a second 10-mile 
heat will have to be run in order, to 
decide the championship. If Elkes wins 
this second heat will be run at the Colf- 
seum tonight. 

Considerable interest has been mani- 
fested in the race, and it is expected that 
the building will be crowded to its ut- 
most capacity.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 11.—Today’s stock mar- 
ket showed no signs of a revival of specu- 
lative interest, and the sluggigh current 
on which the professional traders drifted 
was due entirely to their own operations. 
There was an upward tendency’ during 
the first hour, which was helped by the 
buying of a small number.of.atecks for 
London account. The London § money 
market is still tied up with the swbscrip- 
tions to/the Transvaal loan, or with the 
3 per cent of the subscriptions which was 
required to accompany the application. 
Sterling Exchange here, however, held 
firm today, and its decline*in Paris left 
the way open for an export of gold from 
here to that point. Consequently $1,500,000 
was engaged to go out tomorrow. It was 
allowed to be understood that $500,000 in 
zold will go to South America during the 
week. This news was followed by a de- 
cline in the price of stocks, although it 
had been quite generally expected. That 
the decline was due partly to short: sell- 
ing was demonstrated by the recovery 
late in the day when the shorts began to 
cover. ‘hey did this in -the apprehension 
that the monthly crop report, to be given 
out by the agricultural department this 
afternoon, would not show as large a 
deterioration for winter wheat from the 
almost perfect condition of April 1 as 
has been feared sincé the cold wave in 
the last week of April. This covering

easy. Some special influences were at 
work during the day. A strong upward 
movement in Illinois Central resulted from 
a large buying order from a single firm, 
which was ostensibly based upon rumors 
that the dividend is t® be increased.
